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ABOUT  WHY  PROGRAMS  AREN7  ON 
TIME,  AND  RELATED  MAHERS 

We  get  o  lot  of  moil,  even  if  you  don't  count  bills.  In  that  moil,  the  most  frequently 
recurring  theme  hos  to  do  with  programs  which  ore  listed  for,  let  us  say,  8:30  in  the 
Folio,  but  which  turn  up  on  the  oir  at  ten  minutes  to  nine.  How,  our  correspondents 
continue  to  ask,  come? 

Well,  we  would  indeed  like  to  come  up  with  o  glib  and  completely  satisfactory  ex- 
planation, but  there  isn't  one.  There  are  a  number  of  small  contributory  explanations 
(not  be  to  confused  with  excuses',  and  we  might  mention  a  couple. 

One  possible  reason,  not  too  frequent  right  at  the  moment,  has  to  do  with  live  pro- 
grams. If  a  studio  concert  or  o  live  conversation  appears  in  the  Folio,  it's  given  the  time 
we  think  it  will  take— and  usually,  it  works  out  pretty  well.  But  we  won't  interrupt  a 
piece  of  music  or  cut  off  an  interesting  conversation  merely  to  fit  an  arbitrary  time 
segment. 

Then  there  are  the  occasional  whimsies  of  printers  and  Folio  editors,  mostly  the 
latter.  A  couple  of  Folios  back,  the  Music  Director  scheduled  a  piece  of  music  that  was 
plainly  marked  (90)  to  show  that  it  was  an  hour  and  a  half  long.  It  turned  up  scheduled 
for  twenty-five  minutes.  Queried  on  the  subject,  the  Program  Director  hastily  launched 
into  an  enthusiastic  description  of  his  plans  for  next  June. 

Mostly,  though,  it's  the  obvious  reason:  mistimed  programs.  This  is  not  merely  clumsi- 
ness—at least,  not  always— and  when  it  happens  it  poses  a  problem.  If  it  throws  you  a 
half-hour  late  in  mid-afternoon,  do  you  drop  a  program,  or  part  of  one— knowing  full 
well  that  there  may  be  many  Folio- reoders  who  are  listening  just  to  hear  that  program? 
Or  do  you  play  them  all,  putting  all  the  listeners  to  some  inconvenience,  perhaps,  but 
giving  each  the  chance  to  hear  his  favorite?  Actually,  we  do  both  at  different  times, 
but  neither  leaves  us  especially  happy. 

Programs  turn  up  mistimed  for  o  variety  of  reasons,  though  we  could  cite  staff 
shortage  (ultimate  reason:  money  shortage)  as  an  over-all  excuse.  We  simply  don't 
have  enough  people,  even  with  volunteer  assistance,  to  sit  and  time  every  program  to 
be  sure  that  the  person  who  timed  it  the  first  time  was  right.  Aside  from  the  rare  oc- 
casion of  a  misread  stopwatch  or  clock,  the  most  frequent  reason  for  mistimed  programs 
is  that  somebody  somewhere  decided  to  estimate— and  estimated  wrong. 

Often  it  wasn't  us.  Our  programs  come  from  a  variety  of  sources,  often  plainly 
marked  with  duration  times,  which  are,  now  and  then,  wrong.  A  number  of  our  own 
programs  are  recorded  for  us  by  volunteers,  and  for  a  time  there  were  a  few  who 
didn't  realize  the  importance  of  the  exact  time,  and  who  relied  on  rough  guesses. 

Then,  too,  our  record  library  was  indexed  on  cords  showing  the  time  for  each 
record,  and  when  Dr.  Trotter  joined  our  staff  a  while  bock,  he  started  scheduling  con- 
certs from  these  cards,  and  we  discovered  thot  the  concerts  weren't  always  coming 
out  right.  The  tremendous  problem  of  timing  all  our  records  is,  believe  it  or  not,  just 
about  under  control  now.  The  fault,  by  the  way,  shouldn't  hastily  be  ascribed  to  the 
previous  Music  Director,  because  his  concerts  were  almost  invariably  right  on  the 
nose  OS  far  as  time  was  concerned. 

Still,  if  we  do  happen  to  have  a  mistimed  concert,  for  this  or  another  reason,  we 
apply  the  same  thinking  that  we  would  use  if  the  concert  were  live.  One  of  the  sadder 
aspects  of  commercial  radio,  we  think,  is  the  occasional  necessity  to  "fade  down"  or  cut 
off  a  symphony  halfway  through  the  final  movement,  in  order  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  an  arbitrary  time  segment.  This  we  won't  do— and  it  applies  to  a  talk  or  an 
interview  as  well. 

This  describes  the  problem,  but  doesn't  solve  it.  We're  trying  very  hard  to  do 
that  for  you  too. 
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At  the  left  above,  cartoonist  Robert  Osborn  has  unwittingly  captured  exactly  the 
way  the  morning  mail,  with  its  usual  store  of  bills,  makes  those  of  us  feel  who  are 
concerned  with  paying  them.  At  the  right,  again  unwittingly  (he  wasn't  thinking  about 
us  at  all,  he  was  illustrating  the  book  from  which  we  borrowed  the  drawings),  he  has 
indicated  a  possible  solution,  though  not,  perhaps,  the  best  one.  The  best  one,  for 
which  we  couldn't  find  on  appropriate'  cartoon,  would  involve  a  lot  of  people,  scat- 
tering proportionately  less  money  each. 

We  do  receive  large  donations.  In  fact,  we'd  not  be  beaming  Oedipus  and  Fred 
Allen  to  you  if  we  didn't.  Thanks  to  donations,  in  fact  (added  of  course  to  subscription 
income),  our  monthly  income  is  now  only  a  few  figures  behind  our  operating  expenses. 

The  problem  is  that  the  "few  figures"  are  all  to  the  left  of  the  decimal  point,  so 
that  while  the  figures  may  be  few,  the  symbolized  amount  is  a  considerable  chunk. 
Regardless  of  what  anyone  may  tell  you,  KPFK  does  not  have  it  made  for  sure  in 
southern  California;  and  while  we  aren't  panicking,  we  are  uncertain  about  meeting 
expenses  between  now  and  what  we  trust  will  be  a  healthy  burst  when  the  first  large 
block  of  subscriptions  foils  due  for  renewal  in  August. 

if  we  have  a  couple  of  good  weeks,  we  may  hove  6,000  subscribers  by  the  time 
you  read  this.  We  need  10,000  iust  to  maintain  our  present  standard— no  increose  in 
staff,  facilities  or  services.  Would  you  stop  right  now  and  think  about  whether  there 
isn't  some  one  person  you  might  persuade  to  subscribe?
